To THE Eprtor oF Lire: I would like to draw your attention to 
something that is going on in our new possessions in Samoa. ~ The 
natives, as you know, have never taken to the white man's vice of 
drink. There has always been careful legislation on the subject by 
the Kings themselves and by the various powers who have helped 
to rule that distracting little group. Tutuila, America’s share of 
Samoa, has been singularly free from dissensions, native wars or 
troubles ; it is a peaceful, wonderfully beautiful and attractive 
spot, and the natives are increasing in numbers. Their fine 
physique, good looks and excellent health they owe to their out-of- 
door life and cleanly habits. Do you know that a saloon is being 


built at Tutuila, and a license to sell liquor has been granted 
to the proprietor ? 

Iam not a member of any temperance society, nor do I believe 
in total abstaining, but when it is a question of the welfare of a race 
of singularly attractive and kindly people put absolutely into the 
power of the Americans, it is a different matter, and one that should 
be looked into by wiser people than the writer. 

It is well known by travelers and often described—the drinking 
habits of Europeans in hot climates and the swift and terrible effects 
of intemperance in such places. The men-of-war coming to Pago 
Pago will surely carry enough liquor for themseives, and it is really 
better that sailors should have none in such a hot, idle place than 
too much, and even if the law is passed prohibiting the sale to 
natives, you may be sure that the blue-jackets will hand it on to 
the friendly natives easily enough.

THER critical correspondents have thought that in the limited 
space this journal devotes to dramatic criticism the Theatrical 
Syndicate has received too much attention in comparison with 
that devoted to the strictly artistic side of the subject—in 
short, that in this matter Lire has harped too much on one 
string. The truth is that the Theatrical Syndicate and its 
degrading influence is the most important theatrical topic 
before the American publie to-day. Unfortunately Lire is about 
the only publication that is free to mention the subject, and on that 
account may have seemed to have given it undue importance. If 
the daily press were not kept dumb by the Syndicate’s advertising 
and other favors at its disposal, dramatic art in America might 
have other champions and Lire be permitted to dwell exclusively 
on the fine distinctions that differentiate performances as good, bad 
and indifferent. At the same time Lire hopes that it has kept its 
readers honestly informed concerning the merits of current 
theatrical events. 








HE end of the century finds Americans the greatest theatre- 
going people in the world. That doesn’t mean, though, that 
Americans are, by any means, the most discerning patrons of 
the art dramatic. Of all the millions lavished on the stage 
every year by our public the great mass is expended on enter- 
tainments in which art is a very minor consideration. In this 
country by far the most important, practically the sole, function of 
the theatre is to amuse. The educational value of the stage is 
entirely neglected. What the church is supposed to do for morals

the stage might very easily be made to do for manners, were there 
some motive higher than mere money-making at the back of the 
theatrical business. But when the question of the value of an 
actor rests more on his salary than on his ability, we may not 
expect much in the way of artistic demonstrations of the niceties 
of life. 
~HE new century is bound to bring us a National Theatre. The 
country is rich enough, and the time is ripe. The Theatrical 

Syndicate has been of that much service to the art—it has shown us 
that it is not safe to trust so great an educational influence to a purely 
mercenary interest. There are enough sincere lovers of the drama 
in America to make it sure that before long we shall have a theatre 
where money-making is not the supreme object. Such an enterprise 
is now under serious consideration, and America may yet show the 
old world that the development of the new hemisphere is not 
entirely a material one—that the art of money-getting is not the 
only one encouraged here. 

EW YEAR'S will show a number of changes at 
the New York theatres. The dramatized novels 
that have held the stage so long are about te 
give way to more purely dramatic productions, 
and plays will be tested without regard to 
their previous advertising as books. The book 
plays haven’t been bad as compared with the 

stage average, but their vogue has rested on something besides the 

intrinsic interest that ought to make a play succeed.
